DETAILED ACTION 
Reason for Allowance 

Claims 1,2,4,9,11,12,14,17,18 and 20-34 are allowed. 

L Applicant's arguments, filed 4/13/06 with respect to claims 1,2,4,9,1 1,12,14,17,18 and 
20-34 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims from previous 
office action (mailed on 1 1/2/05) has been withdrawn in view of the arguments filed on 4/13/06, 
pages 11-23. Therefore the above claims are allowed. 

2. The invention is directed to a method of transmitting emergency call of a mobile phone. 
The key features of the method further consists of: 

- receiving position information through an extended system parameter message (ESPM) 
of a paging channel from the base station and then identifying the emergency call number 
from the emergency call mapping table based on the received position information 

- the identified emergency number is then stored in the phone book linking the emergency 
key to the emergency call number such that when the emergency key is activated the 
emergency number stored in the phone book is directly dialed without comparing the 
emergency number in the phone book to the emergency call mapping table . 

Thus it is clear from the specification and the claimed subject matter that the emergency 
mapping table is stored in a memory area in the mobile phone, which is different from the phone 
book memory area. 
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The primary reference Raith discloses a method of receiving position information and 
then identifying the emergency call number from the emergency call mapping table based on the 
received position information. 

The secondary reference Lee teaches a method wherein the base station sends position 
information in an extended system parameter message (ESPM) of the paging channel. 

The secondary reference Beith teaches a method wherein a typical wireless 
communication device includes a telephone storage area referred to as a phone book. 

However, the references individually or in combination fail to disclose the above 
underlined unique feature of the invention. 

Therefore, the claims 1,2,4,9,11,12,14,17,18 and 20-34 are allowed.
